There is a great deal of hot air being circulated by enemies 
of M. Duplessis just now about "Freedom of Speèch" and that 
sort of thing. We discount most of it. It is all very well in 
places like ^England, and even in most of Canada — but in 
Quebec, where we know better, there is no point in. letting 
young minds be filled with nonsense. It is alright to hove 
freedom of speech — as long as the right things are said. This 
is now assured becaijse, by means of the Padlock Low, onybody 
who starts saying oriy thing other than the right thing can be 
stopped — he can even be put in jail. This is porticulorly fine 
at the present time because there ore a lot of people who ore 
trying to spread dirty little rumours obout the Government. 
Of course these people ore posing, under the guise of trade 
union organizers, university professors and newspqpermen — 
but they are really enemies of the people— they are Commun- 
ists and OS such might spread some wrong ideas about the 
Government and this is definitely djsgraceful because the 
Government is good and it is wise. It is to be commended 
for taking the stand it has token in cutting off all criticism 
before it is really launched. In this >vay it js assurèd^o'f a Jong 
life and the support of all the institutions which "o^miicestors 
fought for" as M. Tache said in the Quebec House yesterday.

We imagine that M. Dljplessis must be very pleased with 
the results of his efforts. He should be. It is a difficult thing 
to suppress these srnall. newspapers and particularly difficult 
to hunt out the radiails'iinltKei(;2|{jirs end bring them to justice. 
He is, doing this work well and we are pleased to note that he 
is planning to augment his Provincial Police to ensure o more 
complete carrying on of this work, and to permit his Govern- 
ment' to carry out its good work unmolested by insidious 
opposition. ^ . 

One of the more astute things our Government Has done 
is to invoke section 87A of the Code of Procedure. This article 
provides that no action con be taken against the Government 
for onythirig done by any of its officers in carrying out their 
ideas. 'This is a very sound measure as it gives the members 
of the .Goyernmént a free-hand to deal with the subversive 
elements, in the Province. This :article is further aided by 
the provision in the' Padlock Act which sdys that "Commun- 
ists' ore all people declared to be such by the Attorney- 
GeneroL This is clever as it makes the act as wide as possible. 
Not one of the rascals will slip through the hands of the ever 
watchful guardians of our democracy. We must thank the 
Government and particularly M. Duplessis for his efforts to 
save us from communistic infection.

I'HE 'United States Labour 
situation will again be under 
discussion when Monty Berger 
and ■ Neville Wykes oppose 
Gerald Marcus and Carl Dicsen- 
roth of Stanford in the Union 
Ballroom at 8.30 tonight on the 
topic "That the program of the 
C.LO. is detrimental to the interests 
of laboiu:." The McGill represen' 
latives, both third-year honour stU' 
.dents in Economics, will uphold the 
aiTlrmative of the resolution. 

iThe Stanford debaters, who are 
making a widespread debating tour 
of many of the outstanding univer- 
sities on the continent, are doing so 
under the auspices of an Indepen- 
dent Study Plan, an elective sys 
tern at Stanford. The American 
representatives are ^ both outstand 
ing figures on their bome campus. 
Carl Diesenrothi' a^^sèlîlor in social 
sciences, is a previous winner of 
the National Junior College Cham 
pionships in extempore speaking. 
His colleague, Gerald Marcus, also 
a senior, is majoring in History and 
is chairman of the Peace Committee 
at Stanford. . \ 

^VYKES'S STATEMENT. 

Neville 'Wykes, after confirming 
his colleague's statement of the 
previous day, said further: "We do 
not criticize the C.I.O. for its prin- 
ciples, but we do contend that 
there are some points in its pro- 
gram which are at fault:" 'Wykes 
has made a considerable study of 
the labour situation, having recent- 
ly presented a paper on the C.I.O. 
at a meeting of the Political Econ- 
omy Club. His intention is to deal 
with the specific details of the pro- 
blem, such as the conditions of 
wages, the radical elements within 
the C.I.O. and the activities of the 
National Labour Relations Board. 

The debate has aroused consider- 
able interest and, should be well 
attended as the question to be dis- 
cussed is by no means a domestic 
one peculiar to the United States, 
but is rather one of international 
importance as recent developments 
have shown. 



WESTERN TO HAVE 
CENTRAL ASSEMBLY 



Self-Government Similar to 
McGill to Be Attempted 



London, Ont, February 16.— 
(C.U.P.)— The , present- system of 
student administration at the Uni- 
versity of 'Western Ontario will be 
completely reorganized as a result 
of the deliberations at the National 
Conference of Canadian University 
Students, and the N.F.C.U,S. con- 
ferMce.::iheldvat Winnipeg during 
tiié^ Christmas holiciays, it was in- 
dicated tonight. At present prac- 
tically all powers, including finan- 
cial control, are vested in thé hands 
of Individual college councils, with 
a decentralized federal government 

It is believed by 'Western student 
officers that a strong cehtral assem- 
bly would be much 'mM^^^ractical. 
and efficient than the^ present .weak 
commission. Preliminary steps have 
already been taken with a perman- 
ent N.F.C.U.S. committee having 
been set up which will strive to de- 
vise a system of student self-admin- 
istration similar to that at present 
in effect at McGill, Toronto, or 
Manitoba.

UNION FOR BUCK ADDRESS-COMMUNIST 
LEADER DENOUNCES QUEBEC FASCISM 



Harvard's President Accused 
Of Communistic Affiliations 

Conant Declared "Revolutionary" by Legislature — 
Leading Educators Enter Fight for Free Speech— 
Stragglt to Repeal Teachers Oath Law 



/CAMBRIDGE, MASS., February 
^ 16.— (Special to the McGill 
Daily)— Harvard University educa- 
tors testified/beforeitj^o^mmittees 
of the Massach\lsetts'^!«gislâturë 
here today in an attempt to stop 
the passage of bills they believed 
would be ruinous to the educational 
setup in this State. 

As Legislators charged that J. B. 
Conant, President of Harvard, was 
"connected with revolutionary 
Communist groups," a tumultuous 
session was held in the fight to 
repeal the teachers' oath law, which 
forces all teachers to take an oath 
of allegiance to' the Constitution. 
In general, Harvard leaders, includ- 
ing President Conant, have felt this 
Legislation offensive to the prin- 
ciple of free speech. 

Far more sinister is the proposed 



bill to tax all educational institu- 
tions in the State. Appearing before 
the Legislative Committee, Harvard 
Treasurer Henry L. Shattuck said 
the Bill would jeopardize the 
State's educational supremacy, and 
was contrary to the "tradition of 
the Commonwealth from its earliest 
date." Most University property 
here now is exempt from taxation, 
causing the introduction of the Bill 
in the 'Legislature. 

In a statement, Representative 
Foley told the House that Harvard 
and the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology were "the greatest 
bunch of land grabbers" in the 
State. Unofficially, University lead- 
ers showed 'much concern and said 
Harvard could not possibly pay the 
taxes 'proposed. But they hoped 
the Bill would be defeated. 



MOTION CARRIED IN 
HARTHÔDSEDEBATE 



Canada's Civilization Found 
to Be Decadent 



Toronto, Feb. 16.— (C.U.P.)— Can- 
ada's civilization was branded as 
decadent in a Hart House debate 
here tonight when the motion, "That 
Canada is the final manifestation of 
a decadent civilization," was car- 
ried by a margin of one vote. ^ 

Two McGill debaters, H. Minogue 
and I. Williams, took part, speak- 
ing opposite each other. Motion 
was made by Rose and opposed by 
Tovell. Williams spoke in__ favor 
of the motion, Minogue against it 

Rose accused Western civilization 
of being decadent on the grounds 
that the nations were at present 
actively engaged in preparation for 
war; that there was a militaristic 
spirit in evidence today. "As a 
final stage of decadence," said Rose, 
"we how have the rise of a Fascist 
movement in Canada." 

Tovell cited Canada's vast natural 
resources as yet untapped as a 
sign that her civilization was only 
in her infancy. "Canada is young," 
he concluded, "and cannot be" deca- 
dent and let alone . be the final 
manifestation of a decadent civiliz- 
ation." 

Williams, of McGill, speaking for 
the motion, stated that Canada's 
natural resources were being loot-' 
ed and were not untapped, "There is 
scientific exploitation of our re- 
sources." He said that Canada was 
decadent because it had betrayed 
the principles on which it was or- 
ganized by changing the B.N.A. Act. 
by legal décision, and thus robbing 
the. Dominion of unity. In addition 
he alleged the ^ French-Canadian 
people have been betrayed, another 
sign of decadence. 

Minogue in his address accused 
the affirmative side of falsifying 
and twisting information in order 
to stress their points. He lauded 
Canada's laws and their enforce- 
ment and the literacy àf the people 
in comparison with other countries. 
He pointed out that the banks of 
Canada had stood firm , in the de- 
pression,, whileimany;- in the United 



States had failed?™ ' 

"All this," he concluded,' "should 
show the difference betwieen decad- 
ence and advance.".! •' ' ... ; ■'.

MEETING CANCELLED 



gECAUSE the Quebec Padlock 
Law makes any meeting 
dealing with Communism illegal, 
the Students' Council last night 
at a special session decided 
McGill students will not be able 
to use the McGill Union to hear 
Tim Buck, Communist leader, 
deliver his proposed address under 
the sponsorship of the Social Pro- 
blems Club. In an oRicial state- 
ment, Everett F. Crutchlow, Presi- 
dent of . the Council, stressed the 
meeting in the Union, has been 
banned solely because of provincial 
legislation, and: "We believe this 
statute to be contrary to all the 
traditional rights ot. assembly and 
of free ' speech which have come 
down to us from the past, we be- 
lieve it to be repugnant to the con- 
victions which we hold." 

Social Problems Club executives 
had no statement to make last 
night They said they were not in 
a position, to say if plans were pro- 
ceeding to have Buck speak at'some 
other 'meeting place in Montreal. 
Originally, Buck had been schedul- 
ed to speak at McGill as represen- 
tative of the Communist party in a 
series of addresses by political lead- 
ers comprising a symp(»ium. ! ' 
COUNCIL STATEMENT 

Crutchlow's statement is >as fol- 
•lows: 

It would be a very serious matter 
—indeed, it would even contravene 
the precepts of the orderly conduct 
in an orderly society, were the 
Students' Council, which has juris- 
diction over certain facilities of this 
University, to consciously and open- 
ly make those facilities available 
for an illdgal purpose. 

The provisions of the Padlock 
Law are broad and sweeping, they 
make it illegal for any person in 
any house to advocate the tenets 
of Communism; they provide severe 
penalties for violation. We believe 
this statute to be contrary to all the 
traditional rights of assembly and 
of free speech which have come 
down to us from the past, we be- 
lieve it to be repugnant to the con- 
victions which we now hold. But 
notwithstanding our opinion about 
the propriety of the law, the cold, 
bald fact remains that the Padlock 
Statute is today the law of this pro- 
vince, and while we reserve to our- 
selves the right to use every orderly 
and lawful method available to us 
to effect a repeal or modification of 
that .statute, we cannot escape the 
fact that' as orderly members of so- 
ciety it is today binding upon us 
as responsible administrators of a 
building and as law-abiding citi- 
zens. - 

Thus it is with very great reluct-- 
ance that we feel it'incumbent upon 
ourselves to request that the McGill 
Union be made unavailable for pur- 
poses that are inconsistent with the 
law of the land. -It is, as we are 
convinced, only by taking this 
action that we can demonstrate that 
we are responsible citizens.

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The Councirs Stand 

JN the past McGill students, along with 
other so-called "scholars," have been 
kccused by 'older heads' of refusing to 
appreciate the fact that they must act as 
nature Canadian citizens. 

Yesterday's action of the Students' 
Coimcil is a definite proof that McGill 
students can act as law-abiding people if 
necessary — even to the extent of obeying 
a provincial law — which is quite conceiv- 
ablv unconstitutional and which is in direct 
contradiction to all they hold sacred. 

As Everett Crutchlow, President of 
the McGill Students' Society, pointed out 
in his statement to the jDa%" which ap- 
pears on page one of today's issue, while 
the Padlock Law and all that it stands for 
is 'contrary to all the traditional rights of 
assembly and of free speech which have 
come down to us from the past' and while 
this legislation is also 'repugnant to the 
convictions we now hold' it is déémed the 
better part of valour to comply with the 
restrictive provincial laws than to break 
them. J 

The action of the Council is in marked 
contrast to the lawlessness and irresponsi- 
bility shown by some students in this city 
on previous occasions. This action is 
highly laudable in that it safeguards 
McGill property from ruthless destruction 
■at the hands of law officers. But while 
this is keeping within the law is it keep- 
,ing up the University traditions of free 
speech and freedom of thought? It is not. 
We are forced to the conclusion that this 
University tradition is being trampled on 
by an arbitrary and autocratic government. 

The McGill way out of this difficulty 
is not the illegal way. We do not propose 
£0 break the law, to parade in the streets 
nor to mob the Parliament buildings. We 
do intend to give, if possible, those who 
^have been muzzled a chance to present 
ftlicir case. iMr. Arcand has advanced his 
ideas. Mr, Buck should be allowed to 
linswer the Fascist platform and we hope 
"^^.11 be able to do so through our 
.iWe have no brief for Com- 
ism^ nor any other ism but we do be- 

ia giving every man a chance to make 
himself heard. 

■ For thirty years the McGill Union has 
béèn the centre of Freedom of Speech. It 
is now under the effect of the Padlock Law 
—not padlocked— but silenced effectively. 

For twenty-five years the McGill 
HaUy has upheld the Freedom of the Press. 
It will continue to do so. it will not be 
silénced. ■

of this department have constantly 

refrained from making any comment 
on the subject of the C.B.O. controversy. 
However, we feel that lately the C.B.C. 
has come in for a good deal more than its 
just share of criticism. All kinds of people 
have advanced ' all types of outlandish 
reasons why the C.B.C. is not fulfilling its 
duties as it should. Things have reached 
the stage where the Corporation has be- 
come somewhat of a political football to be 
kicked about by anyone who has a minute 
liatchet to grind. At this stage of the game 
we should like to express our ■ opinion of 
the whole situation. We feel quite certain 
that the majority of clear-lhinking Can- 
adians will concur with us in the following 
statements. 

Whether our political viéws are liberal, 
conservative or socialist, we all agree that 
there is nothing finer than the amity which 
exists between the United States and Can- 
ada. On evèry occasion wc hear politi- 
cians eulogizing this feeling of. mutiial trust 
and -friendship which exists between the 
two nations. Many are the times when 
the "three thousand miles of unpatf oiled 
borderline" arc cited as examples of a 
friendship which is akin to kinship. We 
are related to the Unit,ed States in more 
ways than one. Their standards of living 
are our standards of living. Their econo- 
mic system has a great beariiig upon the 
state of our economy, and we share with 
them a common language and ancestry. 
Canadian and American cultures are being 
developed side by side, and as parts of one 
whole— ^a North American culture. It 
stands to reason that the influence of the 
United States is felt very markedly here. 

Consequently, we think that it is very 
ridiculous for any one individual or group 
of individuals J to^raise a hue and cry about 
Anienbanizatip^iti thë field of radio. If 
thé C.B.C. 'should 'rèfuéc to broadcast 
American programs we would tune our 
radio receivers to the American stations 
and get the desired programs anyway. The 
programs which the C.B.C. imports are not 
of the type which we, with our limited 
resources of talent, can very easily dupli- 
cate in Canada. The fact that they are 
commercial progranis is a different story, 
and we shall attempt to touch upon thiit 
question also. 

As we understand the common cause 
of grievance, the Canadian public can't see 
why the C.B.C. should be allowéd to raise 
the license fee on radio receivers, while it 
at the same time receives a revenue from 
commercial programs. That claim is quite 
justified in itself. But it must be remem- 
bered that the C.B.C. has a very large 
budget. It is building many high-powered 
stations throughout Canada, which requires 
a considerable initial outlay of capital. 
This is the main reason why the increase 
in license revenue was adopted. It is also 
the main reason why the Corporation has 
taken to soliciting commercial prograins. 

All those who listen to the radio pro- 
grams from .thei United States will admit 
that the amount of advertising in the 
majority of them has 'been.cut to a mini- 
mum. It is also interspèrsèd and injected 
into the programs in the most agreeable 
way concéivable. Thus, advertising, though 
still present, may assume the form of a 
jocular remark or a jinglet, which will 
make it more palatable to the listener, and 
will at the same time incorporate it into the 
body of the program, thereby retaining 
continuity. 

As|j|^^e wish to model the C.B.C. 
on the linés laid down by the British. 



Broadcasting Corporation, that should not 
even be thought of. We have recently had 

the opportunity of speaking to a student 
whose home is in London, England. We 
were naturally interested in his reaction 
to the radio. His view is that the B.B.C. 
should solicit' more commercial programs. 
If it did, he claims, it might inject some 
life into its present broadcasts. As things 
stand now the English listener gets nothing 
better than a series of recorded programs, 
with a few organ recitals interspersed. The 
whole quality of the English system of 
broadcasting is suffering from this lack of 
co-ordination between the talent, which 
may 'be had upon being paid, and the 
broadcasting authorities. Certainly people 
like Jack Benny, Fred Allen, Rudy Vallee, 
Arturo Toscanini and scores of others, too 
numerous to mention, require to be paid 
handsomely for their services, and a poor 
government-owned body cannot afford to 
do so. »It remains for the commercial 
enterprises of a nation to charter the avail- 
able talent of the country and put it at the 
disposal of the masses. Surely we can't 
begrudge the sponsors of such artists the 
few seconds or minutes which they ma'y 
wish to monopolize for- the advertisement 
of their product. No matter how much 
adverti8ing;is.done on the radio, the quality 
of thé coKi^ial programs which the 
C.B.C. imports from thé U.S.A. is sufficient 
to atone for it. We feel that the C.B.C. 
has found the only logical solution in our 
case. It is supplementing the paucity of 
Canadian talent with a wealth of the 
world's finest entertainers, and we should 
be the last to object to the small évil of 
advertising which nomps with it.

Restaurants and Hotels Offer 
Depression-priDof Jobs 

Young people seeking depression-proof jobs 
should look to the hotel and restaurant busi- 
ness, declares Maxine Davis, who Is making a 
special survey of work opportunities for youths. 

"But you begin- at the bottom and work 
your way up, whether you are a Ph.D. or have 
to uise your fingers to count," she warns In 
her article, "Choosing Your Career," In March 
Cosmopolitan. "The t»est way to get a job is 
to go to the door and ask for it 

"While the bulk" of hotel employees are 
nien, thère are good chances for women," she 
goes on. "Some hotels maintain kindergarten 
teachers for guests' children; some havç shop- 
pers' assistants, women to supervise and plan 
social events. All ■ housekeepers' posts are à 
feminine prerogative. Twènty-three per cent, 
of our hbtols are operated by womeii. 

"Salaries for the most part are adequate, 
not fantastic. The manager of an average 
hotel— thkt's about 500 rooms— is likely to earn 
$5,600 a year. The chèf wUl make $2,700; the 
steward and the housekeeper $2,200 each. 
Salaries can be much higher— even $25,000 a 
year. And, of course, much lower." 

The disadvantage of the hotel and restaur- 
ant business to iaverage high school and college 
graduateii, Maxine Di^vis layi are the grilling 
work and lowly beginnings. 

"If you bejtin in the 'back of the house' in 
a restkurant," Miss iîâvis goés on, "you will 
probably start as a bus boy— with the oppor- 
tunity to advance through jobs on the dispens- 
ing counter, to. order ^cook, baker, dinner cook, 
and even to positions on the managerial staff. 
Wages on beginners' jobs range from $12 to 
$15 k wéek'ih the various localltlei, with meals 
and uniionns . supplied.'' 

However, the hotel and restaurant business 
haa changed greatly in the pàst quarter of a 
century, Wn Davis points out. Cortsequently, 
college departments of hôtel management have 
been developing in 121 colleges. 

HWM ifae.liist year otit of college are 
averaging $32 a week,'' Miss Davis sàyB,*9u<>tlng 
Cornell's Hi^h School as to the earning powlr 
0* its gràdiiat^ "Tte highest salary being $55, 
and the lowest $17. Those out of school five 
years •'^^|fte|;î''8 â week, with the lowest 
salary $31;,^^^^highi6st $154. Graduates of 
ten years ^^HhP^ ^^^< top 6^mlné 

$543 a week, the bottom, $31." ') . 
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IT WAS not So very long ago that 
* security markets were booming, 
industrial production was increas- 
ing, employment was rising, and 
American markets were attracting 
capital from all corners of the globe 
It was the prevailing view that re- 
covery was here. 

But within the short span ot a 
few months the scene has shifted. 
Indeed, it has changed violently. 
Security markets have received a 
severe shock; Industrial production 
has fallen abruptly — in fact the fall 
has been more abrupt and contin 
uous than anything of which we 
have a record; and unemployment 
is increasing at a distressingly 
rapid rate. 

In some quarters the view is ser 
iously held that the recent past 
and present movement i$ merely 
corrective; that what we are now 
experiencing can not develop into 
a deep depression, because, it is be 
lieved, none of the factors which 
caused the depression of 1920 ar^to 
be found in 1937. 

But this view Is, I think, inac- 
curate because it does not give ap- 
propriate cohsldéiràtion to the very 
great differences which distinguish 
the present from the past. 

The Type o( Recovery 

Essentially, in so far as the United 
States is concémed, the recent 
period of rising business activity. 
Increased production, declining un- 
employment, rising security mark- 
ets, was caused artificial stimu- 
lants to individual consumption. 
Deficit financing; the policy of 
priming the pump; the tax struc- 
ture, designed to effect— in fact it 
accomplished— a distribution of in- 
come into the hands of those who 
spend it for consumable goods; a 
movement, supported .by law, to 
establish wage rates which have no 
relation to productivity; and per- 
haps the excessively onerous liabil- 
ities under the Securities Act, have 
all had the effect, on the one hand, 
of increasing individual expend!-, 
tures for what may generally be 
termed consumers' goods, and on 
the other, of reducing the expendi- 
ture of savings for capital invest- 
ment in productive enterprise. The 
indices of production, broken down 
into their respective parts, and the 
absence at new capital issues béàr 
uncontrovertable evidence to sup- 
port this conclusion. At the same 
time that the Federal Reserve 
Board Index of industrial produc- 
tion was approximately as high as 
it was at its peak in 1929, the dollar 
volume of contracts àwardéd for 
construction of all types— public as 
well as private— was but one-third 
of what it was in 1928. 

Thus, we enjoyed the most deli- 
cate sort of an inflationary recovery 
confined, not wholly, to be -sure, 
but nevertheless very largely, to 
the industries which produce 
articles which are more or less 
speedily consumed. 

The Causes of the Recession 
This recovery was destined and 
proved to be extremely vulnerable. 
A series oi maladjustments develop- 
ed. Some of them appeared in the 
early winter of 1937. Rising costs 
and prices, largely caused by poli- 
tical action, unaccompanied by an 
increase in public spending and a 
greater investment of private cap- 
ital had the effect of reducing the 
money available for individual 
consumption, and brought to a halt 
what. at one time seemed to be the 
beginning of a period of investment 
in construction. 

At the same time, the attempt to 
remoulâ the composition and thus 
to change the functions of the 
Supreme Court was construed in 
some quarters as a direct attack 
upon thé form of government re- 
spected in this Republic since the 
date of its birth. Indeed, by many 
it was tliought to be, in its impli- 
cations,'' an effort to change the 
fundamentals of the American social 
"and economic structure.' 

When the philosophy which was 
implicit in the sit-down strikes waè 
not rejected by the Administration, 
these suspicions grew. 

Here, it seems' to me, are the 
fundamental causes of the present 
recession. 

A New Environment 
But more than this, the recession 
is occurring hi an environment 
wholly unique in modern exper- 
ience. Thus, the past provides no 
guidé to the significance of present 
events. 

Quotas and tariffs, subsidies and 
special privileges, depreciation of 
currencies and exchange restric- 
tions, have had thé effect of pro- 
jpréssively restricting world markets 
to national areas. 

During the sixty years which 
pireceded the breakdown of 1929 
and thé universal adoption of a new 
type of currency management, thé 
world as a whole enjoyed rèlatlvely 
free and open markets. To be suiré, 
they were being slowly impaired 
by the growth in the United States 

/ 



of that peculiar sort of a subsidiary 
known as a tariff, and by a slow 
change in the direction of public 
policy toward protection everywhere 
in Europe. But by and large, be^ 
cause costs were relatively flexible, 
because protection had not gone to 
its recent extremes, because there 
was a stable, constant international 
currency, it is safe to 'say that 
nationals of one country enjoyed a 
far greater degree of freedom than 
they enjoy today to exchange with 
the nationals of other countries the 
products ot their effort. Even dur- 
ing the post-war period, /when the 
policy of economic nationalism was 
everywhere gaining support and 
was carried to foolhardy excesses 
in public policy here, the volume 
of foreign lending — effective but 
temporary palliative though it was 
—operated to keep broad world 
markets relatively open. 

Today, however, notwithstanding 
the persistent — heroic — efforts of 
the Secretary of State, exchange re 
strictions— in some instances almost 
brutally Imposed — quotas, tariffs, 
the absence ot a world currency, 
and the dearth of international 
loans, all togéther, are having |he 
effect of restricting to narrow na- 
tional ' areas thé markets which 
were once world wide. 

This gradual shrinking of markets 
has been made doubly bad by a 
slow but steady impairment of the 
freedom ot the purely national 
markets. In every expanding areas 
of economic activity, here and else- 
where, prices of goods, services and 
capital are being fixed— fixed by 
monopolistic practices employed by 
unenlightened industrial manage- 
ment on the one hand, by equal 
unenlightened labor organizations 
on the other, and by agents of gov- 
ernments themselves. 

Thus the flexibility which form- 
erly encouraged adjustments to 
new circumstances is becoming pro- 
gressively more difficult. 

During the pre and post-war 
periods, unbalanced as were the 
budgets of many countries at var- 
ious periods,- the public expendi- 
tures of at least a few of the world 
powers were well under control and 
in balance with revenues. Today, 
almost everywhere, pliblic deficit 
financing is being pursued on an 
unprecedented peace time scale. In 
most cases, indeed, as a very poor 
and inadequate substitute for the 
support which formerly was deriv- 
ed from relatively free broad 
markets, the public credit is being 
used as a device for supporting 
national prosperity. 

The course of public policy dur- 
ing the whole period since the in- 
dustrial revolution encouraged a 
vigorous private enterprise. Indeed, 
there was but little if any thought 
of any other sort of enterprise. And 
what little existed was not persua- 
sive against the strength of the 
traditional view, it may, I think, 
be argued with great force that 
privàte enterprise was encouraged 
by public acts to proceed in un- 
fortunate directions, to develop 
certain practices which givé cause 
for a tempered public distrust; and 
it may be; said, too, that manage- 
ment personnel accepted certain 
conclusions which were drawn from 
false premises. But whether this 
be true or untrue, the fact remains 
that the urge of, the individual to 
produce useful goods formerly was 
not discouraged, if, indeed, it was 
not actively encouraged. The whole 
fabric of the political structure was 
one in which man's creative, genius 
waà unrestrained. 

To this the course of public 
policy today presents a striking 
contrast. The restriction of markets 
and the impaUrment ot. thehr free- 
dom reduce very greatly the area 
in which private enterprise may 
opérate. 'The threat of inflation in- 
herent in thé world-wide resort to 
deficit financing, the uncertainties 
which arise out of the knowledge 
that at any moment the standard of 
value may be arbitrarily changed, 
and that any one of a vast array of 
acts may be suddenly taken by per- 
sonal governments vested with 
great power, create an atmosphere 
in which private enterprise hesitates 
to operate. The prevailing sub"- 
sidization by direct and indirect 
public grants of practically every 
group in society is resulting in what 
Newton Bàkei: has called '"the de- 
cay of self-reliance." 

No matter how vigorous a man 
may be, no matter how great may 
be his desire to add to the services 
and goods available to society, he 
must be able to obtain the neces- 
sary tools and working implements. 
In any system organized around 
productive enterprise, the invest- 
ment of capital— savings made out 
ot goods and services already pro- 
duced and rendered— is one of the 
essential implements of production. 
No housè can be built without it; 
no new enterprise can be started 
without It; no old enterprise can 
be renovated without It; no people 
can bé employed without it 

Yet when viewed as a whole the 
structure of taxation in our own 
country has substantially reduced 
the supply of this very important 
—indeed, absolutely necessary— im- 
plement of énterpri'se — an imple- 
ment which must not be confused 
with bank deposits created, by de- 
ficit flnmw^pg , 



The point here is not that there 
should be no income and inherit- 
ance taxes, but that the system of 
taxation should permit and enco_ur- 
age the accumulation ot savings and 
should offer at least some incentive 
for its employment in the produc- 
tion of the multitude of goods 
which mankind desires. This, to a 
great extent, is precisely what our 
present system of taxation does not 
do. 

And, most important of all, it is 
the prevailing . view, justified by 
public acts and expressions of high 
officials, that government regards 
private enterprise as an evil, dis- 
honest and wholly predatory thing. 
The very force in society which 
under appropriate circumstances 
can provide employment and pro- 
duce the things which satisfy its 
wants is| viewed as a creature of 
illegitimate lineage and unholy in- 
tent. 

Thus the present recession is oc- 
curring in an ^environment wholly 
foreign to any of which the modem 
world has knowledge. It is an en- 
vironment which necessarily has 
impaired the vigor of private en- 
terprise. 

No Vijroroas Enterprise 
It is an axiom of human exper- 
ience that man can not exist with- 
out enterprise. The things he needs 
in life are not dropped from the 
heavens. They are the result of 
effort. Governments every wheire in 
some degree, but here perhaps more 
than in other democratic countjries, 
have weakened the systein of trad- 
itional j)rivate effort and have not 
substituted for it a system ot vig- 
orous collective effort— perhaps be- 
cause, among other things, vigorous 
collective action and ' democratic 
processes are incompatible. Thus 
with a private enterprise shorn of 
its strength on the one hand, and 
with collective enterprise almost 
wholly dormant on the other, we 
can not escape the conclusion— an 
exaggeration, of course, but sub- 
stantially true nevertheless — that 
there is today no enterprise at all. 

Serious Consequences 

This is a serious— indeed, a very 
serious— matter. If it is permitted 
to continue the recession which has 
begun may well gather momentum 
as it goes. It may even carry the 
whole group of democracies in its 
wake. For in a world as integrated 
and as disturbed as is the one in 
which we live, the collapse or dis- 
integration of its greatest market 
riust have very profound conse- 
quences everywhere! Hence, in the 
absence of a determined and un- 
mistakable change in the course of 
public policy, what we are now 
witnessing may gradually assume 
the proportions of a world-wide 
economic depression. 

The trend will, not be an even 
one. At Intervals there probably 
will be periods of quite marked 
recovery. They will, however, only 
obscure the underlying course and 
postpone the ultimate day of judg- 
mént. 

The peace of Europe today is be- 
ing maiiitàihéd, not by respect for 
treaties, not by the force of reason, 
not by a "balance of power," but 
by what may be called a balance of 
weakness, Neither the democracies, 
on the one hand, nor the autocracies 
on the other, are strong enough to 
engage in a short, sharp and de- 
cisive war— the only kind if, indeed, 
there is any kind at all, out of 
which a victor may emerge. * 

An economic recession of serious 
proportions would, I think, be felt 
first in the democracies and with 
greater force, primarily because in 
them the rigid controls of the auto- 
cracies do not and can not- within 
the framework of democracy, exist. 
And because, too; in some of the 
autocratic States there has been 
developed what has been termed a 
sort of "pagan religion" which in- 
spires men and women to undergo 
great sacriflces in t of the

State. Thus a serious economic de- 
pression would have the effect of 
further weakening the democracies, 
relatively strengthening the position 
of the autocracies and influencing 
them to be far more arrogant than 
they so far have dared to be. 

Stated in a different way, a ser- 
ious economic depression In the de- 
mocracies of the world will certain- 
ly accentuate the intensity ot the 
controversy between the civilization 
in which man's spirit has been lib- 
erated and the civilization in which 
it has been imprisoned. 

These are, I think, the conse- 
quences of a continuation of the 
present policies— policies which, as 
I have said, weaken the vigor of 
private enterprise and do not sub- 
stitute for it, a vigorous collective 
enterprise. 

The Choice 
The road to vigorous collectivism 
is long and tedious, paved with 
social disturbances of great mag- 
nitude and interne poverty. It is 
wholly contrary to the American 
tradition. It is completely incom- 
patible with our concept of the kind 
fConfttiWd on Page Four).

could only be good if hard bodily 
contact was effected, this latter re- 
sulting from faithful, practice dur 
injg training season. 

LECTURE SUMMARY. 
At the end of the talk Buster 
summed up his remarks . under the 
following heads: 

1. Make your target between the 
hips and knees. 

2. The arms and shoulders must 
be made to work simultaneously, 

3. Keep the head behind your 
object. 

4. Do not make the tackle until 
you are in close. 

5. Practice' makes the man. 
The head coach, Doug Kerr, was 

unable to be present as he is ill, 
but it is hoped that he .will be Well 
for the next lecture on Wednesday, 
23rd. Another movie, of the Mc 
Gill-Varsity game of last year,

It is not necessary 
to acquiesce In some of the practices 
employed by some of the utilities 
—perhaps by many of the utilities 
if you wish— during the pos^-war 
period, But will it not, without 
abandoning Its ■ criticism of these 
practices, change its attitude so that 
this great industry, now prepared, 
I understand, to spend many hun- 
dreds of millions^ of dollars, with 
specifications drawn and definite 
plans drafted, may make the capita] 
investments .and create, productive 
employment without thought of re- 
prisal or fear of destruction by the 
government itself? 

Will not the present Administra- 
tion continue in Its avowed pur- 
pose to regain control of expendi- 
tures, and, coupled to this 'purpose, 
return to the Congress of the Unit- 
ed States its legal prerogative to 
determine the ways In whiçh public 
moneys may be expended, and thus 
by a process of temperate manage- 
ment and wise control bring down 
the present level of expenditures? 

To take the opposite course, to 
resume large spending In an effort 
to turn this recession, will only put 
off the day of reckoning and, in the 
end, will impose exactions far more 
onerous than those we meet today. 

Will not the Administration, in 
short, by a series of specific acts 
undertaken in good faith, make it 
unmistakably clear that It Is its pur- 
pose to restore the conditions under 
which enterprise may begin to re- 
employ the idle? Will it not re- 
kindle that spirit of self-reliance for 
which Americans everywhere have 
be^ famous? 

It is not here suggested that there 
is no room for temperate reform of 
certain of the practices which have 
permeated the business world 
throughout the last seventy years. 
There are, indeed, reforms which 
should be made. Not now, perhaps, 
because the issue between author- 
itarianism on the one hand and de- 
mocracy on the other. Is far too 
serious an issfie to lose merely for 
the purpose of making changes 
which, important though they may' 
be- in themselves, are relatively 
speaking, insignificant when com- 
pared with the great, question now 
confronting civilization. . 

But if, perchance, the Administra- 
tion feels that there still are sonje 
reforms to be made, will it not fol 
low that old axiom first pronounced, 
I think, by Talleyrand, who, rascal 
though he may have been in private 
life, in some respects was a person 
of great understanding: "Any rC' 
form, to be effective, must be 
temperate." 

WDl not the Administration now 
face the present crisis, with that 
same spirit of kindliness and con- 
ciliation, with which Abraham Lin- 
coln faced his second term and with 
which, had he lived, he would have 
faced the problem of reconstructing 
a distressed South? 

To deal In suspicion and hatred 
is to revert to barbarism. To deal 
in restraint and reason is to be 
civilized. 

This is the challenge of today— 
to demonstrate that the United 
States is not, as one of the auto- 
crats has put it, one of the "re- 
actionary" and "degenerate demo- 
cracies," but rather a country of 
sclf;disciplined, rational beings 
wholly competent to face the future 
with complete confidence and faith 
in its destiny.
